The people of Port au Prince are ina 
gtate of intense excitement, and further 
violence is feared.

The body of General Oscar, Governor 
General of Port au Prince, who ordered 
Yesterday’s massacre and was later 
slain by a mob, today remained un-, 
buried before the Consulate of the Do- 
minican Republic, where it had fallen 
after the Governor had faced a firing 
equad. The Governor took refuge in the 
Santo Domingan Consulate after his un- 
guccessful defense of the Presidential 
Palace, but a mob stormed the building, 
and, dragging him through the streets, 
executed him by shooting.

British Steamer Mangara and a 
‘ Danish Freighter Among Day's 
Victims of Raiders. 


LONDON; July 28.—German subma- 
tines show no. cessation ‘in their: activ- 
ity in the North Sea. The latest re- 
ports Set forth that no’ fewer than nine 
vessels, including the Swedish steamer 
Emma and three Danish schooners, the 
Maria, the Neptunis, and the Lena, have 
been sunk by them: The crews of these 
four vessels were landed at Blyth today. 

The British steamer Mangara of Glas- 
gow, bound from Bilbao for Hartlepool, 
was torpedoed and sunk near Lowestoft. 
Bight members:of her crew were saved. 
The Mangara was a vessel of ,1,821 tons 
and belonged to the Mangara Steamship 
Company of Glasgow. 

The British trawlers Iceni and Salacia 
were sunk today by. a German submarine 
in the North Sea. The crews were land- 
ed at Lowestoft. 

The crew of the. Swedish bark Sagna- 
dalen, which was set on fire by a Ger- 
man ‘submarine in the North Sea, ar- 
rived at Grimsby. today. 

The .crew of the Lowestoft smack 
Westward Ho, sunk by a German sub- 
marine, also was landed today.

LANSING TAKES UP 
“CONSUL CLERK’S CASE 


State Department Inquires of 
Berlin About H. L. Wilson, 
. Held on Passport Charge. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—Harry L. 
Wilson of Oregon, a clerk in the Con- 
sulate General in Berlin, who is under 
arrest in Germany, is held on the tech- 
nical charge of attempting to leave 
German territory without a passport, 
but allegations of a°more serious nature 
also have been made against him. 
While the State Department, which has 
taken up the case, declines to make any 
statement in the matter, it is under- 
stood that Mr. Wilson is charged with 
having issued,a fraudulent American 
passport to a British subject to enable 
him to escape from Germany. 

‘Phe case. has. been ‘ the. subject of 
cabled correspondence between the State 
Department and the American Embassy 
in Berlin far ten days: It is gathered 
that the German Government regards 
the matter as extremely serious and is 
disposed to hold Mr. Wilson for trial. 
He is not protected by treaty provisions, 
as are members of the American Diplo- 
matic and Consular Services and is not 
entitled to immunity from punishment. 
He is known favorably to the State 
Department, where the disposition is to 
believe that he has not-been guilty of 
any intentional wrongdoing. If the Ger- 
man Government, ag an act of grace, 
should release him, he probably would 
be recalleg to. the United States. 

Mr. Wilson was formerly a clerk to 
Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs. _He obtained the post as 
clerk in the United States Consulate 
General at Berlin about five years ago 
through the interest of Senator Cham- 
berlain, in order that he might’ have 
the opportunity of giving his daughter 
a@ musical education in Germany. At 
the outbreak of the war Mrs. Wilson 
and their daughter returned to this 
country from Berlin.

BERLIN, July. 28, (via London.)— 
One gathers the overwhelming im- 
pression today that thé Lusitania dis- 
aster is a closed incident so far as 
Germany is concerned, that the inter- 
change of notes has terminated, and 
that Germany will:letiher submarines 
speak the last word. ( 
The Vossische Zeitung features the 
following statement; which bears all 
the earmarks of being“inspired: 
“We learn that the. German Gov- 
ernment will not answer the last 
American note in the immediate fu- 
ture. The submarine war will be con- 
tinued at high pressure.” 
The Washington correspondent of 
the -semi-official Cologne Gazette 


sends a wireless dispatch advising 
Germany not to answer the note, as 
it would only still further inflame 
feeling in: America. All .the news- 
papers give prominence. to this ad- 
vice. At the same time .intense sat- 
isfaction is caused here ‘by the con- 
tinued submarine succegses, “though 
the press refrains from 4ll comment 
on the sinking of the ..

’ ‘Think Wilson Plays Politics. 
There was little editorial: discussion 
today of the American note.or of Ger- 
man-American’ relations, -although 
several writers toy with the idea that 
practical Presidential politics is at the 
bottom of Mr. Wilson’s note, Otto 
Hoetzsch says, in the Kreuzzeitung: 
“Like every official utterance’ in 
America this, too, must be viewéd from 
the angle of its international - effect. 
President Wilson speaks not only as 
President, but as a Presidential candi- 
date for 1916. If as such he believes 
he can talk this way to Germany, it 
is a sign that he does not camsider 
the counter agitation of the Germans 
and Irish and of Bryan as dangrrous, 
and that he does not expect his Presi- 
dential aspirations to be harmed\.by a 
crisis in the relations between Ger- 
many and America. That does not 
surprise us, and we will wait amd see 
if Mr. Wilson has deceived himself in 
his judgment of the situation and 
whether Mr. Bryan’s agitations for an 
arms and ammunition embargo: -will 
have any real success before the, war 
is over. For the rest, Germany’s 
Position: and answer have already 
been given. 

Professor Edward Meyer of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, in a_ significant 
article ‘featured in the Vossische 
Zeitung on “The Americans’ New 
Policy,” plains President Wilson's 
note as part of the Wilson-Bryanffight. 
He writes: 

“ President Wilson hds taken sides 
with England and the Allies against 
Germany, and with all the energy of 
a champion is continuing to furnish 
arms and ammunition in the greatest 
possible quantity to the Allies. 

“He has thereby gained powerful 
support, on the one hand, in the East, 
particularly in New England and New 
York; among the dominating Anglo- 
phile element, and, on the other hand, 
among powerful business and financial 
interests. 

“But he and his party have ailien- 
ated wide circles of citizens. Not only. 
the Germans and the Irish stand 
solidly against him, but in the Middle 
West, in the Mississippi region, and 
in the Far West, particularly on the 
Pacific Coast, there is a strong element 
which has.been underrated in Germany 
and which is against Wilson's one- 
sided stand and will not hear of war 
with Germany.” * ee

Referring’ to’: the fact that next week 
would see the completion of'a year of 
war, Mr. Asquith remarked that the 
world ‘had never. seen a more. miracu- 
lous transformation in Great Britain, 
not in itsspirit:and heart, but, in. the 
outward. manifestations of its life, than 
had taken: place here in those twelve 
months. 

Makes Light of Submarine War. 


The British fleet today was far 
stronger, the Premier continued, than at 
the beginning of the war. 

“To its quiet ‘and unobserved but 
ubiquitous and all powerful activity,” 
he went on, “is due the fact that the 
seas are clear, or substantially clear. 
‘For, after all, this submarine men- 
ace, serious as it has appeared to be, 
is not going to inflict fatal or substantial 
injury on British trade. fhe seas are 
clear. We have our supplies sf food 
and raw materials, upon which we and 
the. rest of the country depend, flowing 
in upon us in the same abundance and 
with the same freedom; and I may say 
without much exaggeration, judging 
from the insurance rates and other mat- 
ters, with the same immunity. from 
serious hazards and risks as in times 
of peace.”’ : 

Continuing, Premier Asquith said: 
“The navy has so far been denied 
the grim and glorious fight, but it is 
through its umrelaxing vigilance and 
the supreme skill with which it has 
been. handled that this. country. today 
can laugh at the scare of an invasion, 
and that we to an extent unknown by 
any. ether ofthe belligerent powers are 
immunes from the actual ravages and 
dangers of war.”’ 

Glancing around the House, the Prime 
Minister remarked: 

. “This ts a sight unknown for a hun- 
dred years, this gathering of members, 
equipped in military garb, but there is 
not a family represented in the House, 
(and the House is typical of the whole 
country,) which has not given its host- 
ages in’ sons or brothers.’’ 

Speaking of recruiting, which he re- 
marked had béen in progress for twelve 
months with undiminishéd activity, Pre- 
mier Asquith said: 

“ The Iatest reports are among the best 
we have had for a long time.” 
Cautions the Nation. 
The Premier concluded with a note of 
caution to the country, saying: 
“Do not.let us suppose that our na- 
tional duty is discharged either by send- 
ing an adequate influx of recruits. to. the 
army or to the various industries en- 
gaged in the fabrication of munitions. 
The duty has n cast upon this coun- 
try not only of. maintaining the freedom 
of the seas, not only of supriying large 
contingents o wall -oquipned men for 
the battlefields and trenches, but also of 
financing to a large extent the whole 
conduct of the war. 
“We cannot do that if we continue to 
import and to increase our indebtedness 
to other countries, and unless we main- 
_ our great manufacturing indus- 
es.’” 
Premier Asquith urged the accumula- 
‘tion of a large reserve of gold and the 
use of paper currency by householders 
and employers. 


Hits at Press Backbiters. 
He characterized as calumny the state- 
ments in a section of the press, which 
he ‘described. as: melancholy and no-

On. first iving the news of the 
Court’s action, the Governor refused to 
talk, but later. he dictated the forego- 
ing brief statement...

Virtually throughout today the Gov- 
ernor was at the Executive Mansion pre- 
pared to receive any communications on 
the case. from the New York County 
authorities or the Court, but none came. 
He visited the Executive Chamber for 
only a few minutes. 

Had Becker taken the stand at any 
of his trials Mr. Whitman in his cross- 
examination would have gone exten- 
sively into Becker’s private life.

Deputy Warden 
Johnson, who has ‘been Becker’s best 
friend’ about the’ prison and who has 
been ‘the’ first to tell. him-of each devel- 
opmient in his:case since he started the 
long fight to get out of the death house, 
decided. that. he would tell him this 
news, too. . 

It was about 10:35 when Johnson 
reached the death house.’ Most of its 
occupants had already gone to bed and 
their lights were out, but the light was 
burning in the cell of the former police 
lieutenant, and Becker, clad in the ordi- 
nary prison garb, was seated on the end 
of his bed: waiting for the news, as he 
had heard that the decision was to be 
announced at 10 o’clock. 

Johnson walked through the silent 
death house and thrust his hand through 
the bars of Becker's cell. Becker looked 
up, rose, came forward, and tgok his 
hand. In a soft tone that Could not 
reach ‘the ears of any of Becker’s neigh- 
bors; Johnson said, ‘‘ Charlie, I have 
bad news for you.’’. He paused, and 
as there was no demonstration from the 
silent man before him, he added: ‘‘ Your 
appéal has begn denied.”’

Mrs. Becker, who had spent the whole 
afternoon with her husband, had left_at 
9:50 o’clock for the Ossining Station to 
take the 10:31 train back to New 
York, intending to leave the train at 
Marble. Hill or University Heights for 
her home in the Bronx. “ Warden Os- 
borne, when the news was first received, 
thought over the idea of sending word 
to her at the station and then decided 
to let her hear the news first when she 
reached New York. 

It was feared that if she heard it 
while still. in Ossining she might: re- 
turn to the prison and- become so hys- 
terical.as to involve injury to her health. 
Becker did not ask .for her when the 
news was.given to him, nor did he make 
specific reference to her in his later 
conversation with Father Cashin, except 
to speak of the distress and sorrow 
which his death would cause her. 
Almost all Sing Sing except some in- 
mates of the deathhouse were waiting 
up to hear the news..

WASHINGTON July 28.—Defense ot 
thé right of a bélligerent. to blockade 
a@ neutral port through Which an énemy 
is receiving supplies or attempting to 
market his own products, is the chief 
argument to be made in the supple- 
tiental note: Great Britain is preparing 
in reply to the American protést against 
the enforcement of the Orders in Council. 
The original note, received Monday, has 
been withheld from publication at the 
request of Sir dward Grey, British 
Foreign Minister, pending the arrival of 
thé supplemental communication which 
is expected within a week. . 

All other issues than that of the 
blockade of neutral ports, it is learned, 
will be regarded by thé EPritish Govern- 
ment as subsidiary and will be left for 
future discussion. Upon recognition by 
neutral Governments of the principle, 
from the British viewpoint,, depends the 
ability of @ belligerent, which has other- 
wise established control of the seas, to 
profit by the enormous expenditure and 
sacrifice which made possible that con- 
trél. The matter is all-important in the

lew. 

The developments not discussed in the 
original note will be en up, in the 
supplemental communication. he first 
of these is the American caveat of July 
17, conveying the notification that the 
United States Government would not 
reoognize the Orders in Council as a 
substitute for the provisions of inter- 
hational law.

BRITISH PAY TRIBUTE _ 
TO ITALY’S CONDUCT 


Distinguished Persons Say She 
Has Staked All for. Humanity 
and Right. 


The following tribute to Italy has been 
signed by 162 British men and women 
distinguished in ‘science, art, literature, 
law, the Church, and politics: 

“We, whose signatures are here ap- 
pended, desire to place on record our 
admiration and respect for the conduct 
of Italy“at this supreme crisis in the his- 
tory of the world. f 

‘“* Italy and Great Britain are now com- 
panions in arms, fighting side by side 
for the triumph of the same cause. Cir- 
cumstances drew our country into the 
conflict from the beginning, while the 
ghastliness and the magnitude of the 
task before us were still only dimly 
manifest. Yet none of us will forget the 
crisis of decision through which we 
passed in the first days of August, 1914. 

“Italy has had a still harder path to 
tread. Immediate action was not her 
part, and she had to bear the strain of 
nine months’ suspense before her hour 
of decision arrived. During these nine 
months she saw all the established regu- 
lations and mitigations of warfare swept 
away by the enemy’s systematic and 
cold-blooded resort to methods of a cru- 
elty to non-combatants unprecedented in 
modern history.

British Observer in Athens Saye 
Move Would Be Met by Great 
Counterbalancing Events.

ATHENS, July 28, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Chronicle.)\—Enver Pasha 
issued an extraordinary message to the 
troops on the Gallipoli Peninsula before 
the last big attack, thus: — 

“ Soldiers: You will fight with all 
your strength.» At least you will resist 
as long as possible. For I can promise 
you that within a month's time I shall 
be able to send you to your homes, The 
life of Serbia cannot now last longer 
than a month. Within that time the 
German armies will crush her and will 
come to our aid.’’ ° 

I learn that great pressure has been 
put on. the Germans by the Young 
Turks to fulfill their promise to send 
German armies through the Balkans‘ to 
the assistance of the Turkish forces. 
The You Turks regard the achieve- 
ment of that plan as the only hope for 
the old Turkish Empire in Europe. 

A prominent military expert who has 
just completed a’ tour of the Balkan 
States, and who latterly has been in 
Austria, expresses to me the belief that 
such an éffort will be the next great 
move on the part of the Austrians and 


Germans. 

Should this cross-move be made, it 
will have immediate ang important re- 
sults in this corner of Europe. It would 
be unwise to give details which are 
within ne A knowledge, but I think I may 
be permitted to say that counterbal- 
ancing events ‘are moving rapidly, and 
that the enemies’ plans may quite possi- 
bly be nipped in the bud by a surprising 
move of .which the public should hear 
at an early date. 





Chances of German Aid to Turkey. 

The ‘surprising movement ’’ men- 
tioned in the last sentence of the fore- 
going dispatch, viewed in the light of 
Enver Pasha’s hopes and. promises, 
could obviously refer to one of two con- 
tingencies—something which might pre- 
vent the Teutonic forces from going to 
the rescue of Constantinople or some- 
thing which might make their com- 
manders disinclined to send them. One 
may refer to their not being released 
from the eastern theatre; the other to 
some sudden change in the status of’ 
the Balkans which would effectively bar 
their path. 

As to their being released for the work, 

the Turkish War Minister and Com- 
mander in Chief entertains little doubt, 
jor his words imply that, after the 
Warsaw campaign shall have becn 
brought to a successful conclusion, a 
sufficient army will be released to over- 
run Serbia and do what the Austrians 
tried to do last December—seize the 
western terminal at Nish of the Orient 
Railway, which runs through Bulgaria 
to Constantinople. 
To send munitions of war to the Turks 
in this war would not violate Bulgaria’s 
neutrality, but sending troops would, 
and the latter’ proceeding would mean 
that Bulgaria was ready to line up on 
the side of the Central Enipires. 

Admitting, however, the fact that the 
Bulgars could be coerced, it is by no 
means certain that even an overwhelm- 
ing force would find an easy path 
through King Peter’s kingdom in its 
present state of eight months’ prepared- 
ness for defense and with the French 
and English auxiliaries on the ground. 
Besides, the overrunning of Serbia 
would depend upon the release of .a 
sufficient force from the Warsaw cam- 
paign, and just how the release of such 
a Teutonic army does not seem to be in 


sight. Tes 
The fact that the dispatch comes from 
Athens, however, rather implies that 
Enver Pasha’s aspirations are to be 
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tain sufficient territo concessions 
from Greece, and Serbia, while Greece 
did not care ree, to oppose the wishes

Meanwhile, M. Pilipesco, leader of the 
Rumanian Conservatives, had declared 
in the Giornale d'Italia that the Entente 
Powers had agreed to the demands of 
Rumania and that Greece and Serbia 
were about to come to an agreement 
with Bulgaria. Moreover, that the Bul- 
garian Premier, M. Radoslavoff, was 
most anxious that such an agreement 
should be concluded as soon as possible 
‘‘ under the auspices and with the guar- 
antees of the Entente Powers, including. 


Italy. 

Finally, the new Greek Parliament is 
to convene on Aug. 14. As a result of 
the recent general election M. Venizelos, 
who last inter resigned the Premier- 
ship because the King and Government 
would not allow him to keep his word 
to the Entente Powers and furnish a 
land force at Gallipoli,. will have at 
least a maparity of 80 votes with which 
to renew his infervention, program in 
Parliament. ? 

With only two days between the Aus- 
tro-Rumanian time limit and the con- 
vening of the Greek Chamber led .by 
M. Venizelos, all possibly preceded by a 
formal revival of the Balkan League 
,under the auspices of the Entente Pow-

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, June 16.— 
The troubles of the Government of 
India, which have been heavy ever 
since the outbreak of the European war, 
are far from subsiding. {Information 
brought by the steamers from India 
touching here seems to indicate that 
disturbances are continually breaking 


out in new places. 

The latest spot is the Island of Ceylon. 
Minor rioting, which began there weeks 
ago, and led to the fear of more serious 
developments, has increased and be- 
come more intense, until the Govern- 
ment is now dealing with the disturb- 
ances with an iron hand. 

A large number of natives have been 
killed in putting down the rioters, and 
hundreds more have been thrown into 
jail. One report, just brought here, is 
that in the capital, Colombo, alone, 
1,500 persons have been sentenced to 
imprisonment for varying terms. 

So far, it is understood, only two 
Europeans have met death in the dis- 
turbances, and the severe measures 
taken by the authorities are beginning 
to have their effect. The strict censor- 
ship forbids the’ circulation of the exact 
facts, but it is optimistically predicted 
that the worst of the trouble is over, 
and the population is now well in hand.

DIARY TELLS” OF ‘CAMPAIGN | 





American Doctors Worked Day and 
Night to Expel Fever—Night Spent 
in Open on Hostile Border. 





Tt was announced at the offices of the 
American Red Cross, 130 Hast Twenty- 
seeond Street, yesterday that Dr. Rich- 
ard P. Strohg, Professor of Tropical 
Diseases. in the Harvard University 
Medical School and Chief Surgeon of the 
International Health Board, at -Nish, 
Serbia, had cabled that if he had‘ $20,- 
000 additioral.at his command he cotld 
finally free Serbia entirely .of typhus 
and other epidemic diseases and put the 
country on a thoroughly sanitary basis. 
The money was promptly transmitted to 
Dr. Strong, $10,000 being donated by 
the Rockefeller Foundation and $10,000 
by the Red Cross. . 

It was. stated at the offices of thé 
Red Cross that the work of the Sanitary 
Commission sent to Serbia winder Dr. 
Strong had been a great siiGéess. Dr. 
Strong and his assistants arrived in 
Serbia thrée months ago. The country 
was destitute, atid the typhus ¢asés rah 
into the tens of thousands: Cholera 
seemed imminent and typhoid fever, 
smallpox, and other diseases were epi- 
demic. Now, it is declared, Serbia, as 
a@ result of the thorough work of the 
commission, is the cleariest and health- 
iest country in the Balkans, The com- 
mission has placed Montefegro in an 
altiost equally good condition. 

The Red Cross gave out the first in- 
stallment of Dr. Strong's diary. is, 
written at odd moments, begiris with an 
account of the inspection by Dr. Strong 
of the town hospitals and barracks of 
the little City of Metrovitga. After that, 
One of the first places visited was Pech, 
in Montenegro. There, Dr..Strong says, 
hé was unable to finda plate to wash 
even. his hands safely, s6 frightfully 
unsanitaty were the ee rg There 
were no disinfectants, no place to bathe 
the hundreds of typhus patients; no 
clean clothes, no clean bed ing. 

‘At 8:30 A. M., (this is laté in May,)” 
Dr. Strong says in his diafy, ‘‘I mét the 
Préfect, who is a first cousin of thé 
King, andthe commandifi eneral at 
Pech, and had a long intérview with 
them. I have atranged to disinfect the 
hospitals, the patients, and theif clothes. 
We shall place ih tents the troops that 
are now jn barfacks while wé are dis- 
infecting their quarters, clothes, and 
bedding. I have supplies, clean clothi 
for all, and have quarantine 
am sending Dr, Grinnell. and Mr. 
Pena to take charge at Pech, and with 
them will go a large quantity of disin- 
feciants, bathtubs, &c. 


Night Spent in the Opens 


“ After a quick lunch at Pech at 1 P. 
M:-we left by carriage and arrived at 
Deéani two hours later. I found here 
séveral thousand soldiers \quarteréd in 4 
monastery, with @ Serbian priest caring 
for them the bést he could. I promised 
him disinfectants and expert assistance, 
Cases of typhus were déveloping among 
the mén who had comeé from Pech. 
After an hour and a half here studying 
conditions and giving advice, we con- 
tifued traveling in our catriage until 8 
o’clock at night. It was then quite dark, 
and Mr. Brink and I decid to cam 
and spend the night in the open, send- 
ing the guards and -the interpreter on to 
town, an houf’s travel distant. 

“*T forgot to mertition that I: had an 
escort of six gendarmes with me, be- 
causé we were passing through a terri- 
tory ‘whith> is’ on the Albanian border, 
and: the Albanians are _véry unfriendly 
to the Montenegrins. The gendarme in 
command begged me not to eamp in the 
open, saying it was very dangerous to 
do so. Howeyer, as I had not slept for 
twénty-6ight hours, I did not feel like 
going on at that hour of the night and 
spending it at an infected hotel. A 
campfire was started, and Mr. Brink 
made-someé coffee and fried some bacon. 
This we ate, tu pr ideas a tin of sal- 
mon and some biscuits. 

“Our meal had hardly been finished 
before a curious incident happened. A 
man, screaming with all his lung power, 
came running into our vicinity chased 
by an Albanian with a fifle in his hands. 
This man claimed, as we found out 
later, that the Albanian was trying: to 
kill him. It seems the Albanian had 
seen our eamp fire and had crossed the 
border to find out what it meant. We 
gave him something to eat, and he at 
once became very friendly. a 2 signs he 
intimated to us that we should put the 
camp fire out and lie down and go to 
sleep. In fact, he several times tried to

Bar to Admission, Décides 
Department of Commerce. 





ELEVEN VESSELS INVOLVED 





British Protest Expected Because 
_Essen Capitalist Is Reported Back 
of Danish Promoter.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Eleven for- 
eign-built steamers were admitted to 
American registry today by the Depari- 
ment of Commerce in the face of objec- 
tions that German capital was invested 
in their purchase. It is expected that 
the British Government will protest 
against .the admission of these vesseis 
to American registry, and British war- 
Ships are likely to make an éffort to 
capture them and leave the determina+ 
tion of their status to a prize court. 

Thé eleven steamers belong to a new- 
ly organized corporation Known as thé 
Amefican Transatlantic: Steamship 
Company, which was ificéfporated un+ 
der the laws of Delaware. According 
to the information given to the Depart- 
ment of Commerée the ships of the new 
company are to engage in commiercé 
along the Atlantic seaboard and bé- 
tween United States and South Ame?- 
ican ports. The President of thé com- 
pany is Richard A: Wagner of Milwau- 
kee, who owns several beet sugar fac- 
tories in Wisconsin. 

For mary weeks the officials of the 
Department of Commerce have had un- 
der consideration the advisability and 
the legality of admiitting these éleven 
vessels to Américan registry.. Its de- 
cision to do so was based on ah opinion 
by the department’s Solicitof, Albert 
Lee Thurman, to the effect that not 
only could a national of a belligerent 
country—in this case Germany—exercise 
ownership in a shipping corporation or- 
ganized in the United States, but that 
in such @-case there would be no law, 
Federal, State, or international, violated 
if a German subject owned ali of the 
capital stock of the American corpera- 
tion, except such as might be necessaty 
for the American officials of the com- 
pany to héld in order to qualify fer 
their positions in the corporation. 

The decision to admit the eleven 
former foreign vessels to American 
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registry was made by Edwin F. Sweet, 

Seeretary of Commerce; after a 
conference at’Syracuse, N. Y., with Sec- 
retary Redfield of that Department, who 
had arrived in Syracuse on a motoring 
trip: Secretary Lansing of the State 
Department was also consult by the 
Department of Commerce officials be- 
fore final action Was t&kén.

Fred S. Snow, as- 
sistant engineer, said that he and Chief 
Engineer J. M. Erickson were busy try- 
ing to trim the ship and restore it to an 
even keel by pumping water in the star- 
board or dock side water ballast tanks, 
and at the same time. trying to empty 
the tanks on the river side.

600 Victims Buried. 


Funerals of 600 victims of the East- 
land catastrophe were held today, while 
the whole city was in mourning under 
an official proclamation by Mayor 
Thompson, who returned from San 
Francisco and took charge of the relief 
work. 

Auto-trucks, vans, and other vehicles 
were pressed into service to carry the 
dead. The funerals were held in a driz- 
zling rain. It was ‘*‘ Black Wednesday ”’ 
in Cicero and the surrounding suburbs, 
where the plant of the Western Electric 
Company is situated and where a major- 
ity of the victims resided. Thirty fu- 
nerals were held from one small church, 
The wet streets were crowded with 
mourners.

16 MORE BODIES ARRIVE. 


Eastland Victims Brought Here— 
Children Perish, Parents Saved. 


Sixteen additional bodies of victims 
of the Eastland disaster arrived in 
New York vesterday. Fifteen were 
brought on the Pennsylvania Limited, 
arriving at 5:28 P. M. These bodies 
were those of John Braitsch and his 
five children, Anna Hillman, the two 
children of Mr. and Mrs. Albert Ketscha, 
Ella and Florence: Remy, Mrs. Adolph 
Sulzmann, and Mr. and Mrs. George 
Schneider and their son Louis. The 
body of Henry Brosche arrived on an 
earlier train.

2 OTHERS BARELY ESCAPE 





Advancing Force, Ignorant of Con- 
ditions, Attempts to Ford Strange 
Stream—Many Flounder Out. 





FISHKILL PLAINS, N. Y., July 28.— 
Robert O'Donnell of 1,748 Forty-fourth 
Street, Brooklyn, a private in Company 
K, Fourteenth Regiment, N. G. N. Y., 
was. drowned today in Sprout’s Creek 
during the progress of a manoeuvre in 
which the troops at Camp Whitman 
were engaged, Two others of his com- 
pany were taken to the hospital after 
having been almost drowned, and sev- 
eral others got out with considerable 
difficulty. . , 

The accident occurred during the 
progress. of a war game in which the 
Twenty-third Regiment and part of the 
First Cavalry, with the regular cavalry 
at present at the camp, formed the Red 
Army and the rest of the troops the 
Blues. The Red Army was in retreat, 
and their cavalry theoretically had de- 
stroyed a bridge across Sprout’s Créek 
near Swarthoutsville, in order to check 
a flank march which the Fourteentn 
and other troops of the Blue Army were 
making to circumvent the Reds. As the 
bridge was destroyed the Fourteenth was 
ordered to ford the creek at-once in or- 


der to check the Reds, who: were -retir- 
ing tc a strong position along a range 
of hills beyond. The creek at this point 
is about twenty feet wide and was sup- 
pesed to be not more than waist deep 
at any point. . 

The regiment started to ford it at 
several points, and Company K hap- 
pened to start across at a spot just 
a little below the bridge, where the 
bank shelves off rapidly into a swim- 
ming hole some twenty feet deep. There 
were no local guides to warn the men of 
what was waiting for them, and before 
they knew it the men in front had gore 
in over their heads. They were carry- 
ing their rifles. and full field equip- 
ment, and the weight of their burdens, 
which son became waterlogged, kept 
them under. The muddy botiom also 
impeded their efforts to get out. A 
considerable number of the men behind, 
who had seen their comrades disappear, 
stopped short in shallow water an 
managed to regain the shore, but five 
or six of the soldiers had gone clear 
under. 

Others of the company and the regi- 
ment turned aside to their rescue, and 
as soon as Major Gen. O’Ryan heard of 
the accident he instructed the troops 
on both sides, including the Twenty- 
second Engineers, to go to their aid. 
The Engineers hurriedly built a canvas 
ontoon bridge across the creek, and 
fofantrymen dropped their rifles and 
equipment and plunged in to help their 
encumbered comrades. -

A station at Petrograd is now in 
constant communication with the Mar- 
ceni plant at Caernarvon, Wales.

across the Atlantic to Cape Glace. The 
new Marconi plant at Belmar, N. J., 
has sent messages across the United 
States to the station on Bolinas Bay, 
a few miles from San Francisco, al- 
though the Marconi company uses wire 
communication in its transcontinental 
service. 

San Francisco has been in wireless 
‘communication for nearly a year with 
the Marconi station at Koko Head on 
Oahu Island in Hawaii, and on Tuesday 
messages for the first time were ex- 
changed between Koko Head and the 
station at Funabashi, Japan. Wireless 
communication from Japan extends to 
Viadivostok, Russia, and to various 
points in China and the Orient. 


- 3,000-Mile Link Next. 


The next link of the chain around the 
world will bé from Japan to Singapore 
on the Malay Peninsula, extending the 
system of direct wireless communica- 
tion about 3,000 miles further. A sta- 
tion at Singapore was to have been 
erected as part of the British Imperial 
chain, but it has been delayed, al- 
though it was said at the Marconi of- 


fices in the Woolworth Building yes- 
terday that it probably would be com- 
pleted within a year, 

The next great station west of Singa- 

re is to be at Bangalore, capital of 

ysore, India. Then the next is to be 
at Aden, on the southernmost: tip of 
Arabia. The last link of the chain will 
be at Alexandria, Beyot, which will send 
messages east to Aden and west to Car- 
narvon, Wales. 

In spite of the war, it is intended b 
the British Marconi Company to pus 
the Imperial chain to completion and 
in a year or a little more it will be pos- 
sible to relay messages around the 25,000 
miles of the earth’s circumference, a 
distance which for practical purposes 
is increased considerably because the 
nine stations are not on one parallel of 
latitude. ; 

From the main line round the' earth 
the wireless system will extend in ali 
directions, covering not only Europe and 
North America, but Asia, South Amer-

World’s Most Powerful Plants. 
The: Marconi wireless stations in San 
Francisco, Hawaii, and Japan are the 
most powerful in the world. The trans- 
mitting apparatus at each station ‘is 
eguipped with thirteen towers, each 400 


feet high. They have 300-kilowatt 
transmitters, which are three times as 
powerful as those used at the Sayville 
station in sanding messages to Nauen, 


Germany, 4, es. 

Although it is more than 600 miles 
further from Sayville to Nauen than 
from Hawaii to Japan, the more power- 
ful apparatus was installed in the 
Pacific stations for the purpose of 
eliminating from the start most of the 
difficulties due to the so-called ‘‘ atmos- 
pheric conditions.” While the station 
at Sayville is only in operation at cer- 
tain periods when conditions are favor- 
able, the Marconi stations on the 
Pacific can be operated during every 
minute of the twenty-four hours. The 
300-kilowatt transmitter is capable of 
mabing itself felt over almost any elec- 
trical disturbance.

DISTINGUISHED PITCHERS. 


Few No-Hit-No-Run Hurlers in the 
College Ranks. 


College pitcherg have alao come into 
the light by pitghing no-hit games, and 
Parke H. Davis of Princeton, ‘98, has 
compiled a complete record of Yale, Har- 
vard, and Princeton pitchers whe have 
gained particular distinction in the last 
forty-seven years. In the course of his 
investigation Mr. Davis hag found enly 
two instances of no-hit-ne-run, games. 

These were in 1875 and i877. The 
first game of the sort, amateur er pro- 
fessional, was achieved by Joseph Me-

I have read with interest the letter of Mar- 
tha Wentworth Suffren published in the issue 
of July 22 in THE New: York Times, with 
reference to the inventive genius of women, 
and venture to make a correction’ concerning 
the signal light which she attributes to Mrs. 

I am always delighted to 
have the opportunity of giving to one of my 
sex the fruits of her own genius,: but in this 
instance the cedit must go, not ‘to Martha, 
but to Benjamin “Franklin Coston, her hus- 
band. It was he who, fn 1840, invented what 
is known as the Coston signal, and who also 
laid the foundation for the flash system of 
lighthouse signaling which has--since been’ 
elaborated and adapted to modern methods 
of lighting. 

The genius which manifested itself in him 
seems to have been the climax-of a strain of 
mechanical ability, ani inventiveness which 
has, been transmitted through the male mém- 
bers of the Coston family for some six gen- 
erations. It was active, though to a lesser 
degree,,, to ‘his nephew, Samuel Benjamin 
Coston, who invented link cuff buttons and 
the spiral shirt stud, which, I belfeve, is no 
longer in genera] use. It is because the fam- 
ily records, as well ag current scientific data, 
are so indisputable, and because I am desir- 
ous of preserving to. the’ family the integ- 
rity of its personal history, that I am led to 
make this correction. However, it in no way 
may detract from the ability of Martha Cos- 
ton, for it was she who took up the work 
after her husband had been killed by a pre- 
mature explosion in his Paris taboratory, and 
developed and made commiercially profitable 
the ideas which. had originated in his fertile 
brain.

He said ,000 a year is the 
amount the B. R. T. is supposed to pay 
for its use of the streets of Brooklyn, 
and that in view of that tax the rail- 
betes failed to pay for its use of the 
br. 

The. "Bridge Commissioner said that 
the R. . offset its payment of 
bridge tolls by paying for the thor- 
ougniares. He. said the company had 
a right to rebate on fhe tolls imposed 
for street uses. 

The Commissioner said the city was 
obliged to pay $650, a@ year for ¢m- 
pioyes to regulate the trains across the 
riages.

Wood Pulp Imports Have Free Entry 
Though Transshipped. 


J. J. Gavin & Co., lost yesterday be- 
fore the Board of General Appraisers 
in a contention that a manifest cleridal 
error had been made in invoicing mer- 
chandise. It was claimed that the goods 
were invoiced as consisting of 35 gross, 
whereas only 30 gross were received and 
imported: This, it was asserted by the 
importers warranted a refund. of duties 
on the alleged missing five gross. Judge 
Hay said that, while testimony was of- 
fered to show that a shortage actually 
occurred in the shipment, .an examina- 
tion of the official papers failed ‘to dis- 
close a ‘‘ manifest’ clerical error within 
the ruling ‘laid down by the Customs 
Court in the case of the United States 
against the Swedish Produce Company. 

The. Hurt-Cain Company, New Or- 
leans, protested the assessment of duty 
by the Collector on an amount claimed 
by the protestants to be greater than the 
dutiable value of the merchandise, which 
in this case was red peppers. It ap- 
peared that the Collector in liquidating 
the. entry added to the appraised value 
to establish market value of the mer- 
chandise and assessed duty thereon, -In 
sustaining the protest, Judge Hay said: 
‘The items added by the Collector 
were not such items as are contem- 
plated in United States vs Spingarn, 
as coming within the jurisdiction of the 
Collector. The Collector has not ap- 
pealed to reappraisement and the mar- 
ket value as found by the Appraiser 
must stand. The protest is therefore 
sustained and the Collector directed to 
reliquidate the entry assessing duty up- 
on the market value as found by the 
Appraiser.”’ 

Insufficient evidence resulted in a 

rotest by George -Holme, Buffalo, 

ing overruled. The protest was 
directed against the Collector’s  ac- 
tion in assessing ‘certain grain at 
15 per cent. ad valorem.as an un- 
enumerated manufactured article. The 
grain, it was stated, had gone through 
some process. The importer contended 
that the commodity should be admitted 
at 10 per cent. valorem under the 
provision in the law for ‘‘ waste.” <A 
witness for the protestant called the 
commodity brewer’s' grgiri, but the ex- 
act origin of the grain or the definite 
use to which the product is put was not 
made entirely clear. Judge Hay said 
the record upon which the case was 
submitted is insufficient. upon which 
to base a definite classification. The 
protests were accordingly overruled 
without affirming the Collector. 

It was decided in the protest case of 
O. G. Hempstead & Son, Philadelphia, 
that wood pulp shipments may be trans- 
shipped at a foreign port without for- 
feiting the privilege of free entry un- 
der the terms of the Canadian Reciproc- 
ity_act. It appeared that, in the case 
at bar, the merchandise was shipped. by 
the consignor from the country of pro- 
duction to the consignee or importer in 
this country via one foreign port. The 
only delay was in the shifting of the 
cargo from oné vessel to another. The 
Collector apparently regarded the trans- 
shipment as a violation of the condi- 
tion of free entry, as the law speci- 
fies that shipments must be made di- 
rect. He therefore took full duty under 
the provisions of the Tariff act of 1909. 
udge Hay:points out, however, that un- 
der the court decision in the United 
Cigar Stores Company case, the wood 
pulp in controversy is entitled to free 
entry, the protest being sustained. The 
board also sustained a. protest by Ru- 
dolf Holwig, who imported wood pulp 
from Germany. 

The Grossfeld & Roe Company, Chi- 

cago, was sustained in the claim that 
buckwheat grits are free of duty under 
the tariff as buckwheat or buckwheat 
flour. The Collector took duty at 15 
per cent. ad valorem as an unenumerat- 
ed manufactured article. The board’s

Sheriff Eugene F.. Kinkead, through 
Under Sheriff James H. Clark, formally 
withdrew from Bayonne, N. J., at. 7:30 
o’clock last night, and..placed the city 
again under the Government of. its 
Commissioners. Practically every man 
employed in the big works of the Stand- 
ard, the Tidewater, and the Vacuum 
Oil Companies had returned to work in 
the morning, and the departure of the 
Sheriff’s men marked the official ter- 
mination of the strike, which had lasted 


for nearly two weeks, had’ beer marked 
by pistol battles between strikers, po- 
licemen, and oil guards, and~had cost 
the lives’ of three men. 

The Standard Oil- Company “issued a 

statement saying it had been consider- 
ing an increase of wages before the 
strike, and would now take this matter 
up again. 
“Under Sheriff Clark received from Di- 
rector of Public Safety Henry Wilson a 
letter of thanks, in which was inclosed 
@ notification to the Director frage Chief 
of. Police Reilly that the city was again 
in position to conduct its own affairs. 

Sheriff Kinkead motored to his Sum- 
mer home in Deal, \N. J., under the care 
of his wife, shorfly after 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He had come perilously near

intense mental and physical strain of 
the last week, when he had worked for 
practically twenty hours out of every 
twenty-four. Dr. Bert Daly, a former

after him. He threw them’ one: quick 
glanc over his shoulder and then 
‘Jumped off the platform.. They shouted 
ito Kim in warning, but he fled across 
the tracks, deaf even. to the screaming 
whistle .of a northbound: expréss train, 
which a moment latre hurled him on 
‘his ‘back and crushed him’ to death. 

The . motorman,. Thomas O'Neill, 
brought the train to a stop, but not be- 
fore ‘three cars. had passed over the 
man’s body.. “The subway traffic was 
blocked for more than fifteen. minutes. 

The body was taken to the West Sixty- 
veighth Street Station where, by means of 
-finger prints, photographs, and Bertillion 
measurements, it was identified as that 
of Edward J. Kelley, a waiter, who had 
a long police record, having served terms 
in Joliet, Chicago, St. Louis, and. New 
York, 

The pursuit’ which ended in Kelley’s 
death began in the home of Mrs. Michael 
Kelly, at 100 West Seventy-ninth Street, 
where the man was detected in the act 
of robbing-a bureau drawer. Mrs. Kelly 
screamed, and seized the man’s sleeve 
as he darted: out of the door, but he 
threw her: off .and sped down- three 
flights of sairs and’out.on Seventy-ninth 
Street, where several men, hearing ‘the 
woman’s cries, ta to head “him off. 
He flashed a gleaming revolver in their 
faces, and they gave him a. clear way. 

He turned south on Columbus Avenue 
and was running toward Seventy-eighth 
Street when he caught sight of Police- 
can Nolte of the West Sixty-eighth Street 
Station. He made a swift turn about, 
only to‘run into the arms of Mrs. Kelly 
and a man. 

With a few violent blows of his fists 
he threw them off and’ dashed along 
Seventy-ninth Street to Broadway. Po- 
liceman Nolte was joined in the chase 
by Policeman Kotschau, and _ they 
jumped, into a taxi cab at Columbus 
Avenue and: Seventy-ninth Street. They 
leaped out on Broadway when they saw 
the fugitive, with a crowd behind ‘him, 
dart into the. subway kiosk, and sped 
after him. 

Policeman’ Kotschau was just about

One of the. of-° 
ficers satisfied himself’ that the supply 
of~petrol was complete, while the other 
superintended the carriage of bombs 
into the goldolas.

There was 
a rush of water, the vessel gradually 
rose above her. props and floated, and 
the men with the mooring ropes towed 
her into the open. The propellers sprang 
into life and the vessel shot forward and 
upward.
